Outlooks: What was it like to be part of Shortbus, a film that 
created so much media hype?

Stickles: Shortbus was like an actors’s dream. We were all cast 
before a script was even written, to play variations of ourselves. 
So we were all co-writers and, through improvised workshops, 
developed the story with John (Cameron Mitchell). It took over | 
four years to create—from start to finish. It was a true labor of 


love and | feel very honored to be a part of it. | | 
Outlooks: When did you make the decision to be out? | 
Stickles: Coming out professionally was hardly a decision at all. [ s 


After Shortbus, we all started doing interviews and, when asked 
about my sexuality, | never thought twice about how | should handle it. Shortbus 
was such an open, freeing experience that | couldn’t imagine “lying” about myself 
afterward. It wasn’t until The Lair that | was pulled aside and asked how | wanted 
to handle my sexuality in a professional light. | realized then how important it is 
to handle it carefully. For me, it worked best to just let it all out! 


Outlooks: You’re a New York boy considering a move to Los Angeles. What 
inspired the move? 


Stickles: | have lived in New York for ten years. It’s an amazing city full of 
tremendous opportunity. It’s my home. But | have worked so much in LA over the 
past few years that its time for me to be seen there instead of just heard. The 
timing, for the first time in my life, feels right. 


Outlooks:You’ve just completed shooting the second season of your series The 
Lair. Tell me about the show. 


Stickles: The Lair focuses on a group of vampires that live in the same town as 
the Dante’s Cove boys. | play Damian, the vampire leader of The Lair, which is an 
underground sex club. | lure men into the club, make them into vampires, in order 
to create my vampire army! 


Outlooks: Were you interested in 
vampire culture before the series? 


Stickles: | was a huge, HUGE Buffy 
fan when it was on the air. | was 
» obsessed!! | remember hearing how 

| there was the idea floating around 
about a gay-Buffy show called Dante’s 
Cove. | thought it was the coolest 
idea! So when | was called about The 
Lair it brought me back to the 
feelings | had had during the Buffy 
run. | was very excited. 


Outlooks: Why do you think so 
many gay men are fascinated with 
vampires? 


Stickles: | think gay men are fasci- 
nated with vampires because they 
have, in a way, a bit of a drag queen 
sensibility. They dress up in ridicu- 
lous costumes and preach crazy 
words. Plus, the idea of biting down 
on a guy’s neck and feeling his veins 
throb is very sexy (I have personal 
experience). And | am sure the 
whole “live forever and never grow 
old” thing is something that the gay 
community can appreciate! 
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Outlooks: What is your shooting schedule 
like? 

Stickles: Shooting The Lair is very intense 
with very little time to get it done. We shot 
the first season (six episodes) in two weeks. 
The second season of nine episodes, for me, 
took only four days of shooting. That’s all the 
time | had. So, it’s a lot of hard work. There is 
little room for mistakes. But, we, as a cast, have 
a blast together. | am very close with my cast 
| mates.

Outlooks: What type of role are you dying 
to try? 


Stickles: | was attracted so much to 
Shortbus because it was something that scared 
the hell out of me. | couldn’t possibly think of 
having to have real sex on film. But that’s what 
made me want do it even more. So, anything 
that really terrifies me is what | am attracted 
to in a role. | know | can’t sing or dance, so | 
have thought of wanting to do a musical! That would definitely push me. 


Outlooks: How do you prepare for the fight scenes? 


Stickles: | am a huge action/science-fiction/horror fan and, as a red-blooded 
man, | love violence and fight scenes on film. However, sadly, | don’t think they are 
very fun to film. | remember when | got to shoot a gun for the first time in a 
movie | was very excited. Then they bring on a stunts coordinator, a weapons 
specialist, a special effects guy—and you are put under a microscope and every- 
thing has to be done in a very specific way. This made me feel self-conscious and 
unsure that | could do it. Fight scenes are like that. They are very carefully chore- 
ographed and when you mess up you feel like a loser. That was my experience 
anyway! Maybe my ego was involved a little too much! 


Outlooks: How does the mythology of the vampires on The Lair differ from 
some traditional mythology of vampires? 


Stickles: We have many of our own Lair vampire rules that aren’t necessarily 
the same as traditional vampire rules. | think it’s important to create your own 
world (for The Lair) but also stay consistent with actual vampire legend as not to 
disappoint fans.We still have fangs and live forever. We feed on blood and stay out 
of the light. If you’re interested | can show you around my coffin? 


Outlooks: Will you look at that? The sun’s coming up! That’s my cue to get the 
heck out of here! W

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Coming Out

It was one of those bundles from Britain that come all 
wrapped up in celluloid and seem destined to attract a small 
North American audience if for no other reason than their 
quirky, almost otherworldly, charm borders on the addic- 
tive. 


But despite its Irish roots, the movie, A Man Of No 
Importance, appealed sufficiently to the very American 
playwright Terrence McNally, and his collaborators, lyricist 
Lynn Ahrens and composer Stephen Flaherty that the team 
that gave the world Ragtime came together once again to 
transform the 1994 movie into a musical stage play that 
went on to enjoy some degree of success in a quirky, off- 
Broadway production. 


And finally, last month, A Man Of No Importance—the 
stage musical—made it to the Toronto stage for its 
Canadian premiere, boasting a pretty fine cast and some 
appealing tunes. 


But, for the uninitiated, it might have also proved more 
than a little confusing, for director Lezlie Wade and her 
designer somehow didn’t feel it was of much importance to 
anchor it in the era in which it was set—the mid-“60s—in 
any meaningful way. This, despite the fact that this is a play 
that deals with the coming out of a middle-aged man—in 
this case, a Dublin streetcar conductor who happens to be 
carrying a major torch for his young driver—and for a story 
like this, while timing may not be everything, it sure counts 
for a lot. 


Because, of course, coming out in the ‘60s was a big deal 
indeed, whereas coming out today is often seen as no big 
whoop—and in presenting the play in an era that time 
seemingly forgot, Wade and her crew leave one feeling like 
it’s really An Issue of No Importance. Homosexuality is 
clearly a big pill for our hero, Alfie Byrne and his friends and 
neighbours to swallow, but to us, maybe not so much. 


After all, we live in a world where gay and lesbian citizens 
marry and where they have also risen to the top of their 
chosen careers, hosting syndicated talk shows, making hit 
records, running major cities, holding cabinet portfolios, and 
even on occasion leading major political parties. We have 
our own clubs, our own churches and our own communi- 
ties, and—at least in major centres—we can move with 
thoughtless impunity through the broader community, 
content to simply get along with getting along, minding our 
own business and letting the rest of the world mind theirs, 
so what’s the big whoop? 


Well, boys and girls, it hasn’t always been thus. 


In fact, it’s all a far cry from the world of the 1960s, when 
homosexuality was considered both a crime and a disease, 
and even the merest hint of it was often enough to get you 
bounced from your home, your job and even your family. 


Yup, as the old ad said, “We've come a long way, baby” — 
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and when one stops to reflect on it all, it’s enough to leave 
you feeling pretty smug—and pretty safe, at least until you 
remember that for some hopefully small and inconsequen- 
tial portion of our society, the less-than-swinging ‘60s repre- 
sent the good old days. So is coming out really as important 
as it once was—or is the whole thing rather passé? 


I’m not talking about the often difficult personal journey 
within yourself that leads you inevitably to the conversation 
in the mirror in which you admit to yourself that the 
heterosexual super-highway isn’t the road you’re going to be 
travelling, for that’s never going to change. But what about 
the process that comes after, wherein, having admitted it to 
yourself, you let the rest of the world know that, for 
whatever reasons, your life voyage is going to be made ona 
road less travelled? 


I’m told that in today’s world, the whole process is often 
much easier for young men and women than it was back in 
the dark ages when dinosaurs roamed the earth with 
Stockwell Day, and Trudeau had not yet declared that the 
government had no business in the bedrooms of the 
nation—and probably it is. 


And yet .... 


While I’ve met several parents who have done a great job 
of accepting the fact that their branch of the family tree has 
suddenly and inexplicably born fruit, the ones who truly 
celebrate it are still mighty rare. 


And the fact that we now have gays and lesbians in the 
public eye may mean a lot to a young man or woman who 
is actually struggling to come to terms with the whole issue 
of his or her sexuality, but one suspects it doesn’t mean a 
lot to a little boy who just happens to be effeminate and 
hence, the object of derision to his schoolmates. And if 
coming out today is no big deal for anybody, then where are 
the successful out gays in pro-hockey and basketball and the 
lesbian generals in our armies? 


And further, how does a kook like the Family Action 
Coalition’s Charles McVety get the ear of our Prime 
Minister and our Minister of Public Safety to lobby to make 
changes in film funding to ensure that no tax dollars go into 
funding films that “promote homosexuality”, and otherwise 
don’t meet his narrow moral criteria? 


Presumably in McVety’s world, it will still be okay to use 
yours and my tax dollars to promote heterosexuality, but | 
digress. 


In the end, maybe coming out will never be passé, because 
in the end, it’s not just something you do for yourself, but 
for your community. After all, if you’re hiding in the closet, 
who can blame people like McVety and his Conservative 
henchmen for mistakenly believing that you’ve gone away or 
that you just don’t exist, or for thinking that you and yours 
are men of no importance? W 
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Fighting for his life

For many of us the name Jamaica conjures up an image of sunny beaches, palm 
trees and smiling people, an island paradise floating in the blue Caribbean. But 
for members of the island’s GLBT community, Jamaica has a dark, dangerous side 
where queer men and women are targets for hatred, violence and murder. One 
of the people who knows this first hand is Gareth Henry, a thirty-year-old gay 
rights activist, now in Canada seeking refugee status because it is no longer safe 
for him in his own country. 


In Jamaica, as in many other Caribbean countries, 
homosexual acts are illegal under sodomy laws such 
as those that existed in Canada not so many years 
ago. It is not against the law to be homosexual but 
if men live together or are even perceived to be gay, 
it is automatically assumed that they must be having 
homosexual relations and are therefore criminals. 


In January of this year, a mob of twenty people 
broke into the home of three men and brutally 
attacked them with machetes and other weapons. 
Two of the men were badly wounded and the third 
is missing and presumed dead. 


Gareth Henry told me that foreign gay men might 
_ be treated with outward friendliness because 
» tourist dollars are so important, but gay Jamaicans 
are not accepted at all. Chi chi or batty men— 
derogatory slang terms for gay men—are viewed as 
a bad representation of Jamaican manhood, bringing 
down shame. Gays are routinely blamed for any and 
all of Jamaica’s problems. 


Henry was the co-chair of J-FLAG, the Jamaican Forum for Lesbians, All-sexuals 
and Gays, which was founded in December of 1998. He has been committed 
since its beginning to J-FLAG’s goals: “to be a voice for the community, to affect 
change in policy, to be a part of a process towards creating change for all 
persons.” 


Unfortunately, it is difficult to see much change. When Henry met with the 
Minister of Justice in Jamaica, she listened quietly and then told him he would have 
to fight for what he wants to achieve. In other words, this is your fight; don’t 
expect any help from me. Meetings with religious groups and police officials have 
been just as unproductive. In fact, police officers are often active participants in 
mob violence. 


The J-FLAG website gives an opportunity for queer Jamaicans to share experi- 
ences, support each other and obtain information on legal rights and how best to 
deal with harassment by police. J-FLAG has a little over twenty management and 
core people and then many other anonymous supporters and members. It is 
policy never to have all key people in any one place or event so that if someone 
gets arrested—or killed—there will be others to take over the direction of J-Flag. 
Even the location of the J-FLAG office cannot be listed on the website for fear of 
violent attack. It would not be an exaggeration to compare their survival tactics 
to those of the Resistance fighters of World War II. 


There were forty-three mob attacks reported last year alone in Jamaica. Henry 
has lost thirteen friends since 2004. One was chased by a mob into the harbour 
because they thought he walked like a gay man. He couldn’t swim and so the 
crowd watched him drown and then walked away. None of these attackers have 
ever been brought to justice. 


Henry too has been beaten, harassed and threatened. While stopped in traffic 
one afternoon, a man got out of his car, walked over to Henry and told him they 
knew who he was and they were going to kill him. On Valentine’s Day last year, 
he and three friends got trapped inside a pharmacy by a loud, angry group of 
people who called them “nasty and dirty” and shouted they deserved to be killed. 
The pharmacy owners locked the doors and called the police. The first officers 
left without doing anything. The second group of police called for backup but told 
Henry and his friends they deserved what they got for flaunting their sexuality. 
Henry called Rebecca Schleifer of Human Rights Watch, who called the police 
commissioner. Finally, seven officers arrived but were rude and abusive to the 
four by now very frightened men. They slapped Henry’s face and head and then 
began hitting him all over while dragging him towards the door. Henry resisted, 
knowing the mob of 200 people outside would surely kill him. One officer gave 
him a final jab in the stomach with his gun and then left him. The pharmacy 
owners later helped the four men escape into a waiting car. 


Gareth Henry had been invited to be the International Parade Marshall in 
Toronto this coming summer, but when Helen Kennedy of Egale heard of the 
escalating threats to his life, she told him to come right away. On February 14, 
he commemorated the attack on his life by joining with Egale, Metropolitan 
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Community Church of Toronto, Pride, friends 
and supporters to lay a wreath at the Jamaican 
Consulate to represent all the queer men and 
women killed in Jamaica. Henry also delivered _ 
a letter calling on the Jamaican government to f 
ensure that the police protect all Jamaican 
citizens.

Although forced by circumstance to live in 
exile, Jamaica is still home to Gareth Henry 
and he is committed to helping build a new 
Jamaica with strong protection for the human 
rights of all persons. 


The pervading atmosphere of hatred 
towards the GLBT community in Jamaica is 
exacerbated by popular music whose lyrics 
often talk about stomping on, sitting fire to or 
shooting queer men. Even Henry’s own family 
would prefer that he be less open and not 
draw attention to himself. Of his mother, 
Henry says, “My mother basically has two 
options: |. Be a mother and love and accept a 
her child as he is or, 2. Disown her child.” He says initially she made the latter 
choice but thinks she is gradually “coming around.” 


Does he still have hope for Jamaica? The queer community in Jamaica is, of 
necessity, entirely underground but Henry says that change must come 
sometime. “People get tired of oppression.” 


We in Canada can help promote that change by supporting groups like Stop 
Murder Music. (See egale.ca for more information) and by putting pressure on 
our own government, which supplies millions of dollars for programs and aid to 
Jamaica, to insist that human rights initiatives for GLBT people be included as part 
of the funding. 


The official motto of Jamaica is “Out of Many, One People.” Gareth Henry has 
striven to gain protection and equality for queer Jamaicans so that they too can 
be treated as part of their country’s “One People.” For this he has been driven 
away from his home and his country. And, he is one of the lucky ones. W

Survivor's Pensions 


NOTICE OF INDIVIDUAL PARTICIPATION REQUIRED 
COURT ORDERED DEADLINE 


ALL INDIVIDUALS WHOSE SAME SEX PARTNER CONTRIBUTED TO THE CANADA PENSION 
PLAN AND DIED AFTER APRIL 17, 1985 AND BEFORE JANUARY 1, 1998, ARE NOW ELIGIBLE 
TO MAKE A CLAIM FOR A CPP SURVIVOR’S PENSION PURSUANT TO THE SUPREME 
COURT OF CANADA'S RULING IN HISLOP et al. v. CANADA. THE INDIVIDUALS WHO BENEFIT 
FROM THIS RULING ARE DESCRIBED IN THIS NOTICE AS CLASS MEMBERS. 

FAILURE ON THE PART OF ANY CLASS MEMBER TO TAKE STEPS TO CLAIM THEIR 
SURVIVOR'S PENSION BY SEPTEMBER 30, 2008, WILL RESULT IN THE CLASS MEMBER 
NOT BEING ELIGIBLE FOR THE FULL AMOUNT OF ARREARS ALLOWED UNDER THE 
SUPREME COURT OF CANADA'S JUDGMENT WITHOUT LEAVE OF THE COURT. 

IT IS IMPERATIVE THAT EACH CLASS MEMBER ENSURE THAT THEY HAVE MADE AN 
APPLICATION FOR THEIR SURVIVOR’S PENSION. 


The common issues in the class proceeding Hislop et al. v Canada have been finally 
determined. Class members had been barred by statutory restrictions from claiming a 
survivor's pension because they were in same sex relationships. The Court's ruling struck 
down those restrictions under the Charter of Rights. As a result, class members are now 
entitled to claim a CPP survivor's pension on the same basis as survivors of opposite 

sex relationships. 

What This Means to Class Members 


Subject to the general eligibility criteria under the CPP, all Class Members are entitled 
to claim their Survivors’ Pension retrospectively, at least to December 21, 2000, and 
prospectively through ongoing monthly payments. 

How To Make A Claim 


Each Class Member must file an application for their Survivor's Pension with the department 
of Human Resources and Social Development Canada (“HRSDC”). All applications are 
confidential. To obtain an application from HRSDC directly they can be reached at 
1-800-311-3820 (In Canada); 1-613-990-2244 (Outside Canada); 1-800-255-4786 
(T.T.Y./Teletypewriter Users Only) or visit their website at www.servicecanada.gc.ca. 
What if | Already Applied or Made Multiple Applications 

If you have already applied and are receiving your pension you do not need to reapply. 
If you have recently applied for a survivor's pension and your application has been 
acknowledged but is still incomplete, you do not need to reapply. You need to provide 
the missing documents /information HRSDC requested. 

If you are experiencing any difficulties with the processing of your application, you may 
contact class counsel as set out below for assistance. 


If you have or had an appeal pending before the CPP Review Tribunal or the Pensions 
Appeal Board respecting your claim, you should advise HRSDC of the appeal. If you 
subsequently experience any difficulties with your pension claim, you may consult any 
lawyer who is representing you in connection with any such appeal or one of the class 
counsel listed below for assistance. 

Am | Entitled to Arrears? (Back Payments) 

All Class Members who are qualified for a survivor’s pension are entitled to arrears back to 
December 21, 2000, regardless of whether they have made an application to date. However, 
if you did make an application for your Pension at any time prior to November 21, 2001, you 
may be entitled to additional payments back beyond December 21, 2000, but no earlier then 
August 1999. 

It is important to note that regardless of the date of your application, once approved you 
will be entitled to your pension for the rest of your life. 

| Am The Executor of a Same Sex Survivor Who Died Without Collecting A Survivor's 
Pension. Are the Estates of Same Sex Survivors Entitled to a Survivors Pension? 

In the past, Survivors Pensions were not being paid to the surviving partner in same sex 
relationships. Some survivors died prior to the Supreme Court of Canada ruling without 
receiving their pension. 

An Individual same sex survivor who was alive on October 2, 2003, but who subsequently 
died may still have their claim made by their executor. 

There are some class members who survived their same sex partners but died prior to 
October 2, 2003. The Supreme Court has ruled that such class members are not entitled to 
have a claim made by their executor. 


Normal CPP Rules Apply 


Not all Canadians are entitled to a Survivor's Pension. There are rules that apply equally 

to opposite sex and same sex relationships that must be followed in order to obtain 

a Survivor's Pension. Some of the important rules are as follows: 

(1)the survivor, at the time of their partners death, must have been the legal spouse 
or common law partner of the deceased contributor; 

(2)the deceased contributor must have contributed for the minimum contributory 


period; and 


(3)the survivor must have been over the age of thirty five at the time of their partners 


death or disabled. 
Legal Fees 


The amount of fees payable to Class Counsel by any individual class member will not 
exceed the amount of money payable to such individual. 

There will be no deduction from your current monthly pension for legal fees. Class Counsel 
will only be looking to arrears (back payments) for the payment for their fees. You may use 
your monthly Pension payments to meet your needs as you see fit without any concern 


about legal fees. 


The legal fees will be paid from three sources subject to court approval. First, the government 
was required to pay a contribution to the costs in respect of the trial and the appeal in this 
proceeding. This amount has been paid. However, the amount paid was not enough to pay 
the full legal fees owing by the class to class counsel as approved by the Court. Second, 
the Supreme Court confirmed that interest is payable on the amounts awarded in this 
proceeding. Once the interest rate is fixed by the court, the amount available will be used 
to reduce the amount of money owed by class members to class counsel. It currently 
appears that the amount that may be paid as interest will not be sufficient to fully reduce 
the fees owing to Class Counsel. The third potential source is the back payments or 
arrears. The Court will be asked to rule on the question of whether the balance of legal 
fees owed to class counsel can be deducted from up to 50 per cent of the arrears payable 
to class members under the ruling, as requested by class counsel. This payment from the 
arrears will not be made unless ordered by the Court. Once the court rules on this issue 
Class Members will be notified of the amount of arrears that they will be receiving and how 
their share of arrears will be paid. In no case will the legal fees payable by any class 
member exceed the amount they will receive for arrears or back payments. 

Future legal fees will also be subject to court approval.

Unlike her many contemporaries of the late ‘80s—among them Debbie 
Gibson, Paula Abdul, and Tiffany—Taylor Dayne never adopted the demure quali- 
ties identified with female pop stars of the era. Instead, she went for gutsy, 
unabashed and often aggressive 
musical stylings. With only a handful of 
exceptions, her records—like the 
breakout hit “Tell It To My Heart”— 
eschewed longing for lovers in favour 
of taking definitive control. While 
Abdul was sweetly promising to be 
“forever your girl”, Dayne was firmly 
vowing to “be your shelter”. It should 
come as no surprise then that the 
New York-bred Dayne has managed to 
sustain a twenty-plus year career on 
her own terms and rediscovered 
chart success this spring with the new 
disc, Satisfied. 


“| had a incredible run until about 
1995,” she admits, from her home in 
Los Angeles. “And then everything 
changed. The industry changed. | 
changed.”

After dabbling in acting and releasing several club hits in the lengthy lag time, 
Dayne got back to the demanding work of studio recording. “It’s a creative 
process,” she explains. “You don’t just pick from a hat.” Satisfied—powered by the 
boisterous first single “Beautiful’—has landed the singer back on the prestigious 
Billboard album charts for the first time in thirteen years. “l was honoured,” she 
explains.‘““There’s so much to it: the work, the effort, the energy, the struggles, the 
triumphs. But I’m back. I’m back here and that’s a great thing!” 


In a pleasant coincidence, critics agree. Billboard noted that the disc showcases 
the performer’s “versatility and vocal power to the hilt” and that her “bombastic 


pyrotechnics are still a wonder.” 


The album is the product of a long journey for Dayne, who has often found 
herself adrift in an industry constantly redefining itself in the post-Napster age. 
“It’s not so easy to get a record out there anymore,” she admits. “Major labels 
just don’t exist. There are maybe two or three—and the money all goes to 
twenty-five artists. But it’s not a pity party. | found another way to launch it.” 


Dayne chose to release Satisfied independently and encouragement for the 
project has since been found in unlikely places. Shortly after the writers strike 
ended in Hollywood, the songstress received a call from ABC. The network 
selected one of the disc’s standout ballads as the musical accompaniment to its 
ad campaign for the crucial springtime television revival.“‘People watch TV and to 
have that spot through the return of the biggest shows on television—it’s 
amazing,’ she admits. 


Support earlier on in her career came from more traditional realms—and she 
certainly benefited. “I thank Clive Davis and my first record company for teaching 
me the power of song,” she says. Musical pioneers before her also played a role 
in molding her confident persona and teaching the importance of recordings as a 
lasting art form. “There are torches for certain women in the industry—Tina 
Turner, Annie Lennox, Bonnie Raitt,” Dayne says.‘“You have to find and create that 
record. From the first song to the last song, you have to make it something worth 
hearing. | aspire to that. It’s not about [producing] two singles and then call it a 
day. Those women hold that torch and that belief system that music transcends 
time, age, genre, gender.” 


And she would know. Music icon Turner selected “Whatever You Want’, one of 
Dayne’s co-penned tunes, for inclusion on the 1996 set Wildest Dreams. The thrill 
was not lost on Dayne, who clearly admires such strong female role models. “Can 
you imagine?” she says, laughing. “I felt like Tina Turner when | did that song. [She’s 
a] wonderful icon for me.” 


Dayne, who is now in her mid-forties, sees such idols as true inspirations— 
especially as she ages in an industry more often interested in the personal lives 
of young pop stars than the quality of their product. “‘Being of the age now, where 
these women were coming into [their own], bring it on!” she commands. 


It’s that drive to succeed that fuels not only her career but also personal 
concerns as well—like raising six year-old twins Levi and Astaria. The balancing 
act is not easy. “If I’m gone for three days, I’m like ‘I gotta get home!’ If it’s too 
much work, it’s no fun for them,” she admits. 


In addition to her parenting priority, Dayne has added charity worker to her 
resumé in the past few years, helping with the New Look Foundation. The cause, 
conceived by Grammy winner Usher, has a number of notable names involved in 
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rebuilding areas destroyed by Hurricane Katrina. “It’s just remarkable,” the singer 
says. “We were there together—renovating areas that were hit really badly.” 


With a career again in the spotlight, the constant demands of motherhood, and 
even a reality TV project in the works (“I’d be the Tyra,” she whispers), Dayne is 
too busy to simply dwell on the past—though she toys with the idea when 
pressed. “If | could go back and do anything wiser, I'd do it. I’d think about a couple 
of more deals,” she says, leading into a raucous laugh. “If | could follow my same 
footsteps, I’d say lay off the martinis a couple of nights and make sure your 


lawyers are a little stronger! 


But, again unlike many contemporaries who are turning to classics of the past 
to reinvent their careers, Taylor Dayne is more focused on the present with her 
latest disc. “It’s all about being grateful for where | am today. It’s not specific. It’s 
a state of mind,” she concludes.And that state of mind leaves us perfectly 
Satisfied. W

New Hope In Battle Against HIV

Earlier this year, researchers at the University of Alberta made a new 


of the disease and eventually overcome it. 


breakthrough in the struggle against HIV/AIDS. Dr. Stephen Barr, 

a post-doctoral fellow in the Department of Medical 

Microbiology led the team that identified a gene, TRIM22, which 
has the ability to block the replication of HIV. Although far from 
being a miracle cure for HIV, it is an exciting discovery because it 
means that potentially our own bodies have the ability to stop the 
spread of the disease. 


The gene was first identified about three years ago as possibly 
having antiviral properties, and just recently Dr. Barr and his team 
have demonstrated that this is the case. TRIM22 is not always 
active; it is one of many genes that are turned on by interferons—a 
class of chemicals produced by our immune system in response to a 
viral infection. It’s been known for a long time that interferon treat- 
ment of cells can block HIV infection, but it wasn’t known why. Now 
they know that interferon stimulates TRIM22, which interacts with 
the major protein required for HIV assembly, preventing the virus 
from maturing. Ultimately the incomplete virus is trapped in the 
host cell and can’t infect other cells. 


This certainly isn’t the first HIV treatment that focusses on 
disrupting the assembly of the virus, but it is the first time it 
has been shown that assembly can be disrupted quite late in 
the process. When HIV infects a cell, it co-opts that cell’s 
resources for its own replication essentially turning the 
cell into a virus factory. If you push the analogy a little 
further, a reasonable summary of the process might 
be: 


I. HIV fuses with and infects the host cell. 


2. Host cell’s raw materials are used to create the 
base materials of a new virus. 


3. New base materials are formed into the basic 
building blocks of the virus. 


4. A new virus is constructed. 


Viral entry inhibitors and Integrase inhibitors (a new drug 

class under development) interrupt the replication process at step one by trying 
to prevent the virus from attaching to the healthy cell and integrating its RNA 
into the cell’s chromosome. At step two, there are two classes of drugs—NRTIs 
and NNRTIs—in use. The first, NRTIs act sort of like fake raw materials which 
render the base materials useless; NNRTIs on the other hand attack the virus’s 
machinery preventing it from building the base materials at all. Finally, Protease 
inhibitors act at step three, preventing the base materials from being converted 
to usable building blocks. 


Thus far, there have been no treatments at step four, but the discovery of 
TRIM22 opens a number of possibilities for attacking the virus in an entirely new 
way. Perhaps it will be possible to artificially turn on or increase the response of 
TRIM22, or perhaps a new drug could be developed that mimics its behaviour. 
One important outstanding question is why, if TRIM22 is part of our natural 
immune system response to viral infections, it doesn’t seem to be working in 
people infected with HIV. 


A new potential avenue of HIV treatment is welcome news; HIV mutates very 
quickly and drug resistance can develop very easily in individuals. HIV drug 
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From a completely different perspective, it is gratifying that this 
discovery was made in Alberta. Increasingly it seems that Alberta’s 
universities are making international headlines in the scientific 
community—there have been a number of other innovations 
coming out of the University of Alberta and University of Calgary 
recently. The U of A’s department of Electrical and Computer 
Engineering announced in January that they had developed a revolu- 
tionary portable unit for genetic testing—a “lab-on-a-chip” as it 

were—which stands to save millions in health care costs while 
making the testing more accessible.A team of physicists at the U of 


C announced in March that it demonstrated it is possible to “store a 
special kind of vacuum in a puff of gas and then retrieve it a split 
second later”. Apparently, this demonstration has important implica- 


tions in the field of quantum computing. And last year a team at the 
U of C announced the “NeuroArm’”—a robotic, surgeon- 
controlled arm that can perform microsurgery from within an 
MRI giving the surgeon unprecedented feedback on the surgery 
while it’s happening. 
It’s nice to see Alberta garnering attention for more than 
just oil—strong communities are built not just on the diver- 
sity of people that comprise them, but also the diversity of 
industries that drive them. Recognition and vanity aside, 
we can be proud that our community is positively 
contributing to humanity’s scientific knowledge and 
especially that we are actively contributing to the fight 
against HIV/AIDS. W

Hitchins—Shawn Hitchins! That’s his name, comedy’s his game. And to say the 
Toronto debut of his one man show HOMOgenius at The 29th Rhubarb Festival 
was an outstanding success would be a gross understatement indeed, since his 
nightly shows were packed way beyond capacity. And justifiably so, since his 
extremely entertaining, hysterically hip and proudly provocative material is deliv- 
ered with surgically precise comedic timing. And tossing in the fact that this very 
striking, trim, six-foot red-head also bears an uncanny physical resemblance to 
androgynous Oscar winner, Tilda Swinton, well | ask you, what’s not to love? 


Shawn is a twenty-something actor/writer/comedian who has previously 
performed at We're Funny That Way, Homo Night in Canada and The Chicago 
Improv Festival. He also honed his skills collaborating with those fabulous drag 
stars, The B-Girlz. In fact, it was while performing with that talented trio of trashy 
tarts—portraying Ivana, the blue-haired beauty with the gorgeous gams and the 
elusive accent—that | first became aware of Shawn’s magnetic stage presence. 
And now, thanks to HOMOgenius it’s your turn. 


HOMOgenius is an outstanding show that emphasizes clever ideas over a multi- 
tude of props, thus allowing Shawn’s witty point of view, along with the produc- 
tion’s spare theatrical elements, to breathe some freshness into the usually stale 
one-man show format—a format that has unfortunately handicapped many other, 
less talented performers. But even though he can shift emotional gears without 
stripping them, Shawn candidly admits that no man is an island, “I worked along- 
side an amazing creative team (Adam Lazarus/Director, Mim Adams/Musical 
Director, Jonathan Bright/Accompanist.) who were very encouraging and stimu- 
lating. Everyone brought something unique to the table. In particular, Adam 
refused to turn satire into cuteness. And because he wasn’t afraid to expose the 
razors in the apples, he actually ended up highlighting them instead.” 


Now I'll admit that I’m not personally familiar with Adam’s previous directorial 
work. But | plan to change that pronto, because he’s clearly a firm believer in the 
old adage that tragedy + time = comedy, since he’s currently developing a sure- 
to-be controversial production titled, 9/1 !:The Musical.And | certainly don’t want 
to risk missing that! 
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When asked to discuss his recent professional challenges, Shawn planted his 
tongue firmly in his cheek and replied, “My biggest hurdle as a performer 
occurred when traveling to Puerto Vallarta with The B-Girlz. Acting sweet and 
innocent while smuggling loads of sexy props, outrageous wigs and flashy 
costumes with matching size eleven shoes into that country was a definite 
challenge. After all, | didn’t want to piss off any Mexican border guards, because 
they’re Catholic!” Oh the sequins...oh the shame! But seriously, what about 
professional influences or role-models? “It’s the ten year anniversary of Bjork’s 
cutting edge cd, HOMOGENIC, which was a musical exploration that dealt with 
the balance between nature and technology, human and machine. | was still in 
high school when | first heard that unique combination of forms and | immedi- 
ately loved it. | definitely see Bjork as a gay 
icon for my generation. | also admire Sandra 
Bernhard and Bette Midler for their ability to 
seamlessly mix old-style cabaret with current, 
emotionally charged material. Because besides 
entertaining, | also want to provoke and stimu- 
late an audience to question relevant issues. If 
| can accomplish that, then I’ve succeeded.And 
last but not least, Richard Simmons for having 
no shame at all!” 


When | tell Shawn that | liked a particular 
piece from HOMOgenius wherein he poses the 
questions, “When did interior decorators 
become the spokespeople for the so-called 
gay lifestyle? Are urban condos just overpriced 
internment camps for gays?” And then 
answers them by unfurling a canvas floor-plan 
no bigger than a bath towel to demonstrate, 
“A slick, contemporary kitchen/bathroom combo that’s perfect for the urban gay 
man because we so often shit where we eat!”—he modestly thanks me. | also 
rave about his daring monologue that skewers the media’s sacred cow, Oprah, 
that’s one part homage, one part dish—and all parts hysterical. (Trust me kids, it’s 
worth the price of admission!) Shawn smiled before thanking me for promising 
not to divulge more. “And you know we're always tinkering. Because when 
performing on the road, | want to be able to expand or edit the show based on 
audience response. That way it'll remain fresh and relevant. Touring with The B- 
Girlz opened my eyes to the importance of the smaller cities and their gay 
populations, so | want my voice to reach them as well. After all Toronto isn’t the 
gay epicentre of the country.” (What? It’s not? Nobody told me!) He continues, 
mentioning a particular piece that is, “A bittersweet monologue identifying piano 
bars as the saddest place on earth, because they deal with elements of ageing and 
what | perceive to be a lack of respect for gay history and our struggle for 
freedom.” 


According to agent/manager Chris Oldfield, “Shawn has all of the elements of 
success: incredible talent, acute self-awareness, savvy business instincts and loads 
of charm and character. His potential is truly unlimited because he embraces 
creative challenges.And that’s a necessity since we’re in the vanguard of the digital 
revolution with no one knowing exactly how the industry will evolve.” 


Thus HOMOgenius appears to be only the tip of the iceberg, so get out and see 
it while you can. It’s bound for Provincetown within the near future, and hopefully 
some intelligent PRIDE promoters will also be adding it to their upcoming 
agendas—operators are currently standing by. Just remember, when you do get a 
chance to enjoy Hitchins for yourself, you read it here first. W

It’s easy to hate sports when O 

you're gay. It’s also quite easy to overlook the 
benefits of sports—or any remotely disciplined activity for that matter—when its 
governing institutions pay little mind to fostering a positive environment for the 
diversity of its participants. My grade school observations of hockey, basketball, 
soccer and even track and field got to a point where | couldn’t decipher between 
whether | genuinely disliked the activity or was merely frustrated with the 
identity politics that constituted my decisions on the court. That’s if they let me 
on the court. 


But years passed—and now athletes continually come out of the closet, yoga 
pants are made for men (and straight guys actually wear them), and co-ed curling 
is now a trend. Therefore, it should come as no surprise when a fabulous organ- 
ization like Team Edmonton emerges from the city’s great number of GLBT 
sports and recreation collectives. When | sat down with its vice-president, Keith 
Andony, | was impressed with how far we’ve come to heal the psychic trauma of 
being scared of the ball. 


“There’s a huge level of diversity of GLBT sporting communities within 
Edmonton,” Andony says with regard to Team Edmonton, “and you’re seeing 
everyone under the rainbow, and that also includes straight people.” 


A number of sporty queer Edmontonians (a.k.a. delegates) had participated in 
the OutGames in Montréal, but it was difficult for them identify as coming from 
our city. While there were previous incarnations of an overarching group—like 
those seen in other city centres like Toronto, Calgary and Vancouver—each of 
them eventually dissolved. 


“Coming out of the OutGames, several delegates put together an exploratory 
group to engage interest and contact with the different groups to see if there was 
need for this type of organization,’ Andony recalls, “We got a very strong 
response saying there is a need for a group to help individual groups promote 
themselves, and raise awareness of their place in the community.” 


Team Edmonton is, to paraphrase from its mission statement, a non-profit 
volunteer-based society that connects over two dozen sports and recreation 
groups, providing for them both a website and an annual mixer as opportunities 
to promote their activities on a larger scale. It provides both outreach and finan- 
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cial support through fundraising, meanwhile building a presence for Edmonton at 
national and international gatherings and events. 


“Though each group is individually organized,” Andony explains, “they may not 
necessarily have the resources to get the word out, like the technological 
background to run a website. Team Edmonton has stepped forward to find ways 
to get that done.” 


Last year, the first Team Edmonton mixer was also the kick off. Organizers were 
happy to see 100 guests attend; this year, they almost ran out of attendance 
bracelets for the estimated 250 guests. “We invited all of the groups to come out 
and promote themselves,” Keith says, “and if somebody’s interested in curling, 
they might also want information about badminton, for example. People are often 
involved in multiple activities.” 


The founding members of Team Edmonton include teams of the more familiar 
sports activities, and have since expanded with some less conventional (but 
equally as interesting) fare. Curling with Pride, Making Waves Swim Club, and Free 
to Be Volleyball were some of the first bricks in the wall, though at this year’s 
mixer, those in attendance gathered information about Lion’s Breath Yoga, boot 
camp enthusiasts, and even a pole dancing workshop at Mile Zero Dance. This 
year, look forward to the formation of both a lawn bowling team and the return 
of Edmonton’s cheer squad (taking place at separate venues, | imagine). 


Team Edmonton boasts a concise and helpful website, listing—in addition to its 
own basic guidelines—each of the participating groups, and activities with 
individual descriptions and contact information. The biggest issue is deciding 
which sport to try first. So far, I’m partial to swimming; not only would | like to 
better my front crawl, | haven’t a place to comfortably wear my adorable Speedo 
racer brief other than a gay cruise or tanning salon. 


“Singing isn’t a contact sport, last time | checked,” Andony joked. But as part of 
its generous effort to help build the community, Team Edmonton welcomed the 
Vocal Minority to join a table at the mixer, also providing website links to oodles 
of GLBT services across Edmonton and Canada. 


So, there’s not much left to do except get off your lazy gay, lesbian, bisexual, 
transgender or allied ass, and find an activity to make you sweat, waltz, grind, 
sweep, spike, tee off into the spring season.

This column will 
focus on food, flair, fun and frolic 
in and out of the kitchen! 


The Fun Part 


Spring is in the air and every 
man’s favourite vegetable is 
poking its way through the soil. 
Think about asparagus; some are 
small, some are long but all are 
begging us to do something 
with them! What could be 
more perfect than Crustless 
Asparagus Quiche? Looking 
back through history we find 
that asparagus grew wild along 
the Nile. It was a delicacy to the 
Greeks, who introduced the 
Romans to it. The Romans fell in 
love with asparagus. They sent fleets or seamen all around the Mediterranean to 
collect it, until they successfully domesticated the plant and were able to cultivate 
it wherever they settled: France, Britain and Germany. 


The Romans especially valued asparagus that came from the sandy soils around 
Ravenna. The Romans even had an expression for getting something done quickly, 
which was “do it in the time it takes to cook asparagus”’—“Velocium quam 
asparagi coquantur” (which probably means do it slowly!) It was rumoured that 
the Romans particularly like the head of this vegetable. Well who can blame them? 


When choosing asparagus select long firm stalks. In a very real sense you're 
looking for firmness and diameter. You don’t want too much wood at the base. 
This vegetable often is presented banded together with blue rubber. 


Hmmmmmmmmm. 


The Recipe 
Crustless Asparagus Quiche 


Ingredients: 


Half a pound or one solid bunch of fresh asparagus, trimmed and cut into “2 inch 
pieces. 


2 cups (8 ounces) of shredded Swiss cheese 

| can of French’s ® French Fried Onions 

6 eggs 

Half a cup of homo milk 

Half a cup (2 ounces) of Grated Parmesan cheese 
| tablespoon of flour 

1/8 teaspoon or two good grinds of pepper 

1/2 teaspoon of garlic powder. 


What to do: 
Pre- heat the oven to 350 degrees. 
Grease a 9 inch pie deep dish pie plate. 


Or, you can choose like | did recently an attractive deep dish rectangular 
shaped serving piece. Mine was twelve inches by eight inches! Arrange the 
asparagus, | |/2 cups of the Swiss cheese and 2/3 of the French Fried onions onto 
the plate. 


Beat the following: eggs, milk, parmesan cheese, one tablespoon of flour, garlic 
powder, pepper in a medium glass bowl. 


Pour this mixture into the plate or dish. 


Bake the mixture for thirty minutes or just until the center is set. To test for 
“doneness” or “set,” insert a fork into the middle of the mixture and if it comes 
out clean you’re done! 


Remove from oven and sprinkle with remaining Swiss Cheese and French Fried 
Onions 


Bake another five minutes or until onions are golden. Watch carefully. 
You don’t want it to burn. 
Cut into wedges or squares and serve. 


The Flair Part 


This is a great dish to “make ahead.” It is easy to reheat for breakfast, or you 
can serve this warm for brunch with a salad of artichoke hearts balsamic vinegar 
and red leaf lettuce. However, just recently | served this quiche cold for dinner 
with barbequed salmon filets. It was a precursor to a great evening! 


Ok, it doesn’t take a genius to see how much fun we can have the visual of the 
asparagus. For example stir up a pitcher full of Bloody Marys and use pickled 
asparagus as garnish; that recipe follows. 


Then don’t stop there. Use a bunch of white asparagus mixed a few green stalks 
from the bunch for the quiche. Wash the stalks; trim them to a uniform length. 
Then bundle them together and throw them in a glass vase with some tight 
daffodils for an amazingly kitsch centerpiece. | have done this numerous times. It’s 
unique, looks fabulous and lasts about a week. 


What to do: 
Fill with ice let stand for fifteen minutes. 


The Recipe

Swirl ice in pitcher and throw it dramat- 


Ingredients: ically out the door.
